He said that Boston would 
have to pay 35 per cent of the inerease 
inasmuch as that is the percentage which 
it pays toward the total state expense. 
Nevertheless he said that he believed: the 
city would get increased returns from the 
institute if the state appropriation were 
increased. .He had sounded sentiment 
throughout’ the city and felt officially 
that he could say that Boston indorsed 
the proposition to give the institute 
$100,000 out of the state treasury.

‘Moth Money Opposed 


Opposition to the gypsy moth appro- 
priation bills. was heard by the commit- 
tee on agriculture of the Legislature. 

James A. Watson, who said he repre- 
sented George J. R&ymond, favored the 
bill of Mr. Raymond to prevent tite 
transportation of moths, saying there 
has never been a prosecution for suci 
illegal transportation.

That is to say, whereas the regular terms 
were “2 off 60 days” and “4 off 10 days” 
the latter discount was applied to the 
longer time. 

The terms demanded by the tanners 
put the discount rate on a basis of abso- 
lutely 30 days, according to Mr. French. 
The latter said that he had been talking 
with a leather manufacturer this morn- 


facturers here would so arrange their 
terms that the net cost of the leather 
would be just the same under the new as 
under the old terms. 

R. C. King of the United States Leather 
Company on Essex street, said today 
that his firm will introduce the new dis- 
count rates in its business. He said that 
the discount rates have been very irregu- 
lar in their application heretofore,: and 
that the new rates will merely put sale’ 
more nearly on the cash basis. He was 
also cognizant of the fact. that some 
firms are prepared to make net terms 
equal to the old. 

The new rates, according to Mr. King, 
will be net 60, 2 off 10, and 1 off 30, 
Mr. King did not think that the change 
in discount rates would make any differ- 
ence ultimately, although he did foresee 
a difference of perhaps 3 or 4 per cent in 
the prices of the cheap grades of shoes.

gerrymander in the interest of the Demo- 
cratic party. 

While the first section of the bill pro- 
vides that the members shall be elected 
at large, the subsequent sections 80 
qualify this section that, although the 
candidates wil] be voted for at large, the 
result will be district representation, the 
association says. 

The bill divides the city ,into 11 dis- 
tricts and provides that primaries shall 
be held in each district to nominate can- 
didates, and that the two candidates in 
each district, except district No. 7, re- 
ceiving the largest number of votes shall 
be nominated. In district No. 7 thé four 
candidates receiving the highest number 
of votes shall be nominated. 

The names of the 24 successful can- 
didates at the primaries are to be printed 
the official ballot and voted for at 
large. The candidate from each district, 
except No. 7, and in No. 7 the two 
candidates receiving the highest number 
of votes shall be deemed ‘elec ted. This 
of course means that each district will 
be represented in the council. 

It further means that, although noth- 
ing is said in the bill about political 
parties, the political complexion of the 
council will depend entirely upon the 
party majority of each district, as the 
candidates arg entirely controlled by the 
district primaries. 

“Jt is therefore interesting,” it 
added, “‘toexamine the party supremacy 
in each district as defined in the mayor's 
bill. According to the statistics pub- 
lished in the last report of the board 
of election commissions, nine of the 11 
districts, including district No. 7. which 
is~allowed two representatives, will be 
overwhelmingly Democratic, one district 
will be Republican, and one district 
doubtful. This means that, if this bill 
becomes law, 10 members of the cogncil 
will be Democrats; one Republican and 
one doubtful. 

“Even under the old system of ward 
representation, the common council was 
not so distinctly Democratic. Of the 
25 wards of the city 19 were Democratic, 
five were Republican and one was doubt- 
ful. Thus the old system of ward divi- 
sion, insured a Republican minority of 
approximately a fifth to a fourth, while 
undér the gerrymandering of the may- 
or’s bill a sixth as a maximum and pos- 
sibly only one twelfth representation in 
the council will be Republican.” 

The Charter Association then shows 
three points of contrast between the 
present plan and the plan submitted by 
the mayor as follows: 

(1) At present each voter annually 
has to vote for but three candidates for 
the council, and the number of candi- 
dates from whom he may ‘choose is lim- 
ited to, those who are sufficiently well 
qualified to obtain the necessary 5000 
signatures for nomination. Under the 
proposed plan, the official ballot will con- 
tain 24 candidates, of whom the voter 
mav vote for 12. 

(2) Under the present system, party 
polities is absolutely eliminated and non- 
partizan representation is secured. The 
propdted scheme is bound to reintroduce 
partizan politics and place the control 
of the council in the hands of the domi- 
nant party. 

(3) Each member of the present city 
council is elected at large and truly 
represents the interests of the city as a 
whole. The mavor’s bill contemplates 
district representation, each representa- 
tive greedy for his constituent district 
with the consequent sectional division 
of spoils. .

Harry L. Gill, University of Illinois. 


RBANA, Iil.—The preeminence of they 


University of Illinois’ track team 
in the West during the last six years is 
due solely to the coaching, methods of 
Harry L. Gill. Prior to Gill 
taking charges the Illinois track team 
had come into very little prominence 
and was scarcely known. ‘Building on 
unknown and poor material, Gill has 
year after year 
teams, on two occasions’ winning first 
honors in the western intercollegiate con- 
ference meets, 


Coach Gill is proud of “his boys,” and. 


he likes to tell of their splendid victories 
and what fine fellows they are, but is 
very reticent when asked to fell of his 
own great feats. A list of his individual 
victories shows him to have been’ one of 
the greatest all-around § athletes’ in 
America. 

Harry Lovering Gill was born in Cold- 
water, Ontario, in 1876. He came from 
a family’ which has furnished many 
famous athletes, among whom are: 
Geerge Gray, who won the shot put at 
the Worlds fair at Chicago in 1893 and 
held the record with 47 ft. until beaten 
by Ralph a few years ago; Joe 
Gray, champion shot putter of Canada 
for several years; John Gray, amateur 
champion oarsman of Canada for a 
period; and Jake Goodeaur, professional 
champion sculler of the world during 
the latter 80s and until 1900. All are 
cousins of Gill. ’ 

Gill received education in the 
Orsilla high school and took a course in 
the Harvard school of physieal training. 
Hie lived with his cousins, the Gray 
brothers, and from youth naturally be- 
came Wrapped up in all kinds of ath- 
letics. He began careful training when 
16 years of age, and when 19 made his 
first public appearance, securing third 
place in the high jump with 5 ft, 9 in. 
in the championship games at Toronto. 
He continued to enter the meets but did 
nothing note until five yeara later, 
when his great achievements came, 

He won the all-around amateur ath- 
letic championship of the United States 
in 1900,. while representing the West 
knd Y. M. €. A. of Toronto, He was 
the sensation and surprise of the meet, 
establishing a new record of 63601% 
points, which remained unexcelled until 
Martin V. Sheridan surpassed it in 1905 
with 682014 points. He became the con- 
tinental amateur champion 10 days later, 
when he easily won the Canadian cham- 
pionship games at Toronto.

With these signal honors he coneluded 
his amateur career in 1901 by accepting 
the position of track coach at the Uni- 
versity of lowa, where he remained one 
year. He spent the next two years as 
assistant athletic director of Beloit Col- 
lege. Illiftois secured him to take charge 
the track work in the fall of 1904. 
Coach Gill continued in training with 
the men he was instructing, and on Aug. 
7, 1902, won the professional all-around 
championship of the United States. at 
Boston.

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==RATIONAL GOLF 


By JASON ROGERS 


The style of a golfer (of any man, 
that is,‘whose method is sufficiently ad- 


vanced to merit the name of “style”) 


is as individual, as truly a part and ex- 
pression of himself, as his handwriting, 
says the London Field. By watching 
the first tee from the clubhouse window 
you can diagnose with the certainty of 
Rhadamanthus the disposition of the 
several players. There is a symbol in 
every line of the body, a dogma in very 
flourish of the club head. Golf is, in- 
deed a mode of self-expression and no 
man will ever be a golfer until he can 
express himself in the terms of his art 
easily and without  self-consciousness. 
This quality is one of golf’s greatest 
charms. Every man’s game is his own-— 
nay, it is himself; it does not, and can- 
not, depend upon the hazard of coopera- 
tion or circumstance. His individuality 
need not be merged in the complexity 
of a team or adapted to the caprice of 
an opponent. It is the most individ- 
ualistic of games, created by the most 
individualistic of nations. But the secret 
of the game’s charm is also the secret of 
its difficulty, for the player must learn 
painfully and deliberately so to mold 
his style that every part of him shall 
be brdéught into operation, his strong 
points emphasized, his weaknesses sup- 
ported, his abnormalities counterbal- 
anced. 

Every man, it follows, must evolve a 
method for himself, and the process is 
likely to be a long and arduous one, for 
it is only to the man of genius that the 


power of perfect self-expression comes 


immediately and spontaneously. A Var- 
don is as rare as a Keats or a Velasquez, 


and one may leave him and his peers out: 


of consideration. Others there are, too, 
who, though less supereminent, also fall 


j naturally into an easy and suitable style. 


One of these was the Jate Captain Austin 
of St. George’s, who, after attaining 
eminence as an amateur billiard player, 
started the game at considerably over 
50, began to play a single-figure handi- 
cap game almost on his first day, and 
within a few months was practically @ 
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scratch player, capable of driving a’ very 
long and straight ball with a short and 
particularly easy swing. I-also knew a 
real tennis player of mature age, who 
on “commencing golf” at once adopted a 
perfectly sound natural method, which 
he used with much success, until officiaus 
theorists succecded’ in educating him 
into ineffective conventionality. But 
these, again, are exceptional cases, and 
may. be -treated as such. 

Nor need we waste sympathy upon 
those who have the good fortune to 
begin their golfing education in early 
youth, when the body is plastic, the 
forces for good and evil small, the mind 
as imitative as a clean record, sensitive 
to the least impression. When the swing 
soon becomes a natural act, and naturally 
adapts itself with growth ta the pecu- 
liarities of the growing body. But he 
who takes up the game late in life. 
when the frame is set and the character 
molded, has a sterner task to face, and 
a task which is made even harder than 
it need be by the methods of instriction 
now generally in vogue; for the game has 
been so much discussed, such volumes 
have been written of its principles and 
the methods of its.leading players, the 
novice is so beset with maxims, examples, 
photographs” and diagrams that he is al- 
most sure to overlook the prime. neces- 
sity of self-expression, The first weeks 
of ‘his novitiate he will probably spend 
laboring with a driver and a long-sutfer- 
ing ball.under the guidance of some 
young professional, whose sole object is 
to force his pupil into his own _ peculiar 
method, and days will be wasted in the 
useless attempt to master at a single 
effort that most complicated of all 
strokes—the drive.

SALEM, Mass.—The action of Salem 
and Beverly, in petitioning for the right 
to tap the Ipswich river for an addi- 
tional source of water supply, has stirred 
up strong protest along the rivér from 
Middleton to the coast. 

A series of town meetings at which 
action will be taken in protest against 
granting the two cities such a right have 
been called in the various towns. The 
first will be held at Ipswich tonight and 
one of thoge opposing will be the Ipswich 
stocking mills. 

The principal objection is that the bill, 
if allowed, would prevent the use of the 
water in <ty way by the townspeople. 
No one could take any water from the 
river or the brooks feeding it without 
the consent of the Salem water board. 
Pasturage land would have to be fenced 
in, and boating, bathing and fishing 
would be prevented by the same re-

TRIED RECIPES 


WHOLE WHEAT BREAD. 
HOLE wheat and entire 


wheat 


flour are the same, although there | 


are different grades and mixtures of 


this flour. That is best which takes 


cupful of milk, add one teaspoonful of 
butter, one teaspoonful of salt, one 
tablespoonful of sugar and one cupful ot 
water. When lukewarm add one half ot 
a compressed yeast cake dissolved in 
one half ‘cupful of lukewarm water and 
sufficient whole wheat flour to make a 
thin batter. This should be done in 
the morning, as the bread rises quickly. 
Beat the batter until smooth, and let 
rise until very light. When light add 
whole wheat flour gradually, beating 
steadily, until as much flour has been 
added as you can beat. or-stir in. The 
dough should be too soft to knead, 
but the beating must be well done in 
order, to make the bread fine grained. 
If the dough is too thin, the bread will 
be too soft and moist, and if too much 
flour is added it will be hard ‘and dry. 
Turn into greased bread tins, let. rise 
until light, prick the surface of the 
loaves, and bake for one hour in a 
moderate oven.—Good Housekeeping.

But ar- 
ticles which we export and which are not 
benefited by the tariff, like flour, meat, 
butter and eggs, have gone up tremen- 
dously. 

The only way this rise of prices of 
foodstuffs could be checked would be by 
putting a tax on everything that is ex- 
ported, as was done in olden times. But 
of course our farmers would not stand 
for that. 

There is still another reason peculiar 
to this country. Farmers associations 
and associations of agriculturists have 
voluntarily agreed to limit the output.

Sir 
Percy Girouard stated at the outset of 
his address that it was to a large extent 


owing to the efforts of the association 
and the assistance he had received from 
Jones that he had been able 
to impress on the colonial departments 
the necessity of the construction of a 
| railway in northern Nigeria, and he un- 
| derstood that the railw ay: would be com- 
pleted in July of the present year. 
With regard to the cultivation of cotton 
in West Africa, Sir Percy pointed out 
that the difficulty was to induce the 
natives to grow cotton in their own small 
patches. It was not, he said, a question 
of a large scheme of development by 
means of European plantations. 

In Uganda, as in West Africa, they 
were forced to rely on the aid of the 
natives, of whom there was a great 
population. ‘During the last few years 
they had sucteeded, owing to the in- 
strumentality of government officers, as 
well as the assistance given by the Brit- 
ish Cotton Growing Association, as repre- 
sented by the British East Africa Cor- 
poration, to induce the natives to put 
a considerable quantity of cotton in the 
soi], with exceedingly good results. In 
a few vears they might expect to obtain 
from Uganda about. 15,000 bales 6f Up- 


land. American cotton, which brought a} 
price of 8d or 9d a pound in the market.. 


While in Uganda there was a vast na- 
tive population, the problem in_ the 
British Kast Africa proteetorate was 
different. There, large tracts of land 
seemed to be well suited for the cultiva- 
tion of cotton, but there, were practi- 
cally no natives on the land, especially 
along the banks of the Juba and Tana 
rivers. The valley of, the Juba. river, 
Sir Percy continued, was, he considered, 
eminently suited for the cultivation. of 
eotton, and a European farm which had 
been recently started has obtained very 
good results, the first crop yielding 900 
pounds of seed cotton to the acre, a re- 
sult which it was expected would be im- 
proved upo:i with furthef cultivation. | 
The river Juba was, he pointed out, the 
frontier line: between the British and 
Italian territory, and it was estimated 
that there were no less than 400,000 or 
500,000 acres on the British side suit- 
able for irrigation. The climatic con- 
ditions were extremely good for cotton 
cultivation, although it had a rain fall 
‘of 16-or 17 inches, 

Referring to the question ef lab@r, Sir 
Percy considered that it was one of the 
most important’ problems to be dealt 
with, although he expressel the opinion 
that it would not be a very difficult one. 
They had the Indian population, and 
also the native population whom they 
would prefer to engage, in preference to 
relying on imported indentured labor.

RECIPROCITY. ATTACK 


LONDON—Denunciation of the reei- 
procity agreement between the United 
States and Canada at the state opening 
of Parliament Monday by: Lard Lans- 
downe ‘and A. J. Balfour, leaters of the 
opposition in the House of Lords and 


House of Commons, respectively, 
to the belief that the subject will have 
a conspicuous place in the deliberations 
of the session. 
Mr, Asquith, m a general reply to the 
opposition speeches, said that for the 
present it would be wise to withhold 
criticism of the reciprocity agréement. 
It was as certain as the rising of the sun 
that sooner or later the United States 
would have been bound to level the tariff 
wall with Canada. 
He said it was certain that the gov- 
ernment could do nothing by preference 
to prevent the natural trend of events; 
the leveling of the tariff walls between 
Canada and the United States was in- 
evitable. 
During: the evening session Premier 
Asquith gave formal notice of the veto 
va and. his intention to claim the whole 
tifhe of the House until the Easter recess 
to get: the veto bill disposed of before 
the coronation. The government’s pol- 
icy was discursively criticized in the 
two houses, but outside of references 
to the reciprocity agreement the debate 
on the address was of no special inter- 
est. 
Lord Lansdowne intin mated that the 
House of Lords was still ready to ne- 
gotiate. with the government on the 
necessary changes in the constitution of 
the upper chamber and the relations be- 
tween the two houses.

Speaking in the House of Lords on the 
reply to the speech from the throne 
Lord Lansdowne said the reciprocity 
agreement meant a diminution of the ad- 
vantages enjoyed by’ British trade un- 
der the preference now given by Canada, 
and also the deflection of wheat supplies 
to the United States. 

In the House of Commons Mr. Balfow 
referred to the proposed arrangement on 
much the same lines as did Lord Lans- 
downe. He said that if it was carried 
out it would have the most disastrous 
onsequences for the future of the empire. 

King George and Queen Mary for the 
first time in their reign proceeded in 
state Monday afternoon from Bucking- 
ham palace to Westminster, where from 
the throne in the House of Lords hia 
majesty read the speech formally open- 
ing Parliament. During the ceremony 
the Queen was-seated by the side of the 
King. 

Mr. Balfour, speaking at a London 
meeting Monday night, announced ,that 
he had conferred with Austen Chamber- 
lain with a view to-reconciling the differ- 
ences which have arisen over the refer- 
endum He agreed with Mr. Chamber- 
lain that there were many matters, such 
as the details of the budget, that it 
would be folly to submit-to a referen- 
dum. But he considered that the refer- 
endum ought to be a permanent part 
of the machinery &f government. 

He further announced himself as in 
favor of “imperial praference, which 
would involve .some taxation on im- 
ported foodstuffs.

TURN FOR BETTER 


NEW YORK—Unfilled tonnage figures 
of the United States Steel Corporation 
for January will be made public Feb. 
10. New busmess received during Janu- 
ary was at the rate of 30,000 tons a day. 
As shipments were about 25,000 tons a 
day, excess tonnage was approximately 
5000 tons a day. This should result in an 
increase in unfilled tonnage for January 
of 150,000 tons. 

Granting that unfilled business on 
hand increased 150,000 tons at the close 
of last month, total unfilled tonnage on 
hand will be close to 2,825,000 tons. 
This will be the first increase since 
Dec. 31, 1909. For example, on Sept. 
30, 1910, unfilled tonnage stood at -4,- 
796,833 tons, and on Dec. 31, of the same 
year, 5,927,031 tons, in increase of about 
1,130,000 tons. Since Dec. 31, 1910, how- 
ever, unfilled business has invariably 
shown a decrease, total shrinkage, pro- 
vided 2,825,000 tons were on hand at 
close of Jan. 31 last, being 3,102,000 tons. 

lf new business continues throughout 
February as it has been coming in so 
far, unfilled tonnage at the close of this 
month will show a further increase. 
Manufacturers believe that new business 
will, gradually increase until conditions 
have again reached a normal state.

TINGREASED PUBLIC 


INTEREST IN BOND 


Transactions Continue on 

| Large Scale and Demand 
for High Grade Issues 
Seems to Be Growing. 


COMPARISONS MADE 


Although the increased public interest 
in bonds has been spectacularly displayed 
at various times during the past. month, 
in the eagerness with which the $60,- 
000,000 New York city 44s, New Haven 
notes, American Agricultural 5s, Chicago 
Railway’ 5s and other issues have been 
taken up, the heavy transactions in 
bonds on the New York stock exchange 
serve as a daily reminder that the mar- 
ket is not only maintaining the degree 
of activity noted after the turn of the 
year, but that the demand is increasing. 

The month of January was more ac- 
tive in bond dealings on the New York 
stock exchange than any previous Jan- 
uary of the past four vears except 1909. 
Moreover, within the past fortnight, on 
two different occasions we have had $6,- 
000,000 days, and on three other days 
total sales approached that figure. In 
January, 1910, on the other hand, there 
was no day in which total sales of bonds 
approached the $6,000,000 mark, and in 
the corresponding week of 1908 there 
Was only one day in which transactions 
mounted to that figure. 

This activity 
in that average daily dealings in stocks 
on the New York stock exchange in 
January, 1911, have averaged only about 
one half the sales during the month of 
January, 1910. 

Of course this activity can be taken 
only as an indication of the revived in- 
terest in this class of security, and not 
as an index of the actual amount of 
bonds which are going into investors’ 
hands. It is interesting to note that 
a large proportion of these transactions 
represent dealings in convertible or semi- 
speculative bonds. In fact, four or five 
issues have monopolized a considerable 
bulk of the business. These are such 
issues as Norfolk & Western convertible 
4s, Steel sinking fund 5s, Telephone 
convertible 4s, Southern Pacific convertt- 
vile 4s, and Union Pacific convertible 4s.

When I began to 
say boldly what everybody had said be- 
fore, my readers “had always thought 
so” and applauded, seeing me plunged 
the truth. There were plenty of dis- 
tinguished pathfinders along this road, 
the observations of even Bacon. Mon- 
‘aigne. and Sir Thomas Browne having 
been “barreled up from the vast common- 
places of mankind”; but I had learned 
the principle for my _ insignificant self. 
discovered the idea by the effort of my 
initiative and formulated in 
slightly different way the trivial 
prosaic apprehensions of the people all 
whbout me. And this is, I fancy, the crux 
of the whole matter. Nobody ever said 
so many good things about the hap- 
hazard and the commonplace as Horace. 
and nobody ever retained so well as he 
the affection of mankind. Chesterton 
makes delectable commentary when he 
tells us to “lend me vour thoughts but 
keep vour eyes on them or you may not 
know them again.”

More than a dozen other colleges, including 
the famous Trinity, are acting in cooperation with the broad federal 
university. 

In his recent report on Irish education, prepared for the United 
States government, Cloudesley Brereton ascribes the increased effi- 
ciency of Ireland’s schools to the quieting of certain controversies 

_ that arose a decade ago. Ireland, he says, still needs to amalgamate 
more of her small schools, pay her teachers better, provide finer 
school buildings and arrange more facilities for continuative educa- 
tion. The belief that Ireland, with financial assistance from Parl- 
lament, will do all these things and more seems to require-no firmer 
support than her record of the last few years.
